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C O N G R E SSIO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


In th e Sen ate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 1 1 th .— The Senate 
tuet at 11 o'clock and after spending a 
quarter of an hour in getting a quoium , re­ 
sum ed consideration of the taritf bill. The 
pending question was the am endm ent of­ 
fered yesterday by Plum b to strike out of 
paragraph 557 the words “except when 
f r o z e n or packed in ic e or otherwise pre­ 
pared by any process for preservation, so 
as to let t h e paragraph read simply, "fresh 
fish free.” 
Plum b spoke in support of his am end­ 
m ent, which was opposed by Hoar and 
supported by Reagan. 
H ale moved to strike out a paragraph 
th at he said would leave all the fresh fish 
under the duty fixed in another part of the 
bill at half a ceut per pound,and then New 
E ngland would tare no better in that re­ 
spect than other parts oi the country. 
The discussion was continued at length 
by Blair, Spooner, Siockbridge, Palm er, 
Teller and others. 
Allison and Evarts 
favored H ale’s amendm ent. 
Finally Plum b's am endm ent was w ith­ 
draw n, and H ale's am endm ent agreed to 
—yeas 28, nays 13—and fresh fish was 
placed on the dutiable list at oue-balf cent 
per pound, w ithout division. 
On motion of Allison, paragraph 603, 
“ leather, old scraps,” and 626, “ mica and 
mica waste,” were struck out of the free 
list. 
Paragraph 627, “m ineral waters,” was 
passed over informally. 
H aving reached paragraph 790, as to 
cedar and other woods, unmanufactured, 
Aldrich moved to strike out of it the 
words, “osier or willow," staling that the 
object was to put them on the dutiable list 
at 10 per cent. Agreed. 
The end of the free list having been 
reached at paragraph 795, Allison said he 
supposed the Senate would finish the read­ 
ing of the bill early to-morrow (the ad­ 
m inistrative sections of it). He would pro­ 
pose, he said, to spend the rem ainder of 
the day on omitted paragraphs in the free 
list, after which he would propose to take 
up the the paragraphs as to guns, cutlery 
and a few miscellaneous items of that 
character. Early next week he wished to 
proceed w ith the wool and woolens sched­ 
ule. which had not yet been touched. 
Adjourned. 
In th e H onge. 
W a sh in g to n, January 
11th.— In the 
House to day, W eaver of Iowa at once 
mo'-ed that when the House adjourned it 
be to Monday. 
After the count had pro­ 
ceeded half an hour without a quorum 
m aking its appearance, Randall demanded 
th e ayes and noes, and they were ordered. 
T he motion having been defeated—ayes 2, 
noes 228—Weaver, who voted in the nega­ 
tive, moved a reconsideration. 
Randall 
m ade the point that it was not in or­ 
der to move to reconsider a vote upon a 
motion toadjourn to-day. The point was 
sustained by the Speaker. W eaver moved 
to take a recess until 1:30, but was again 
blocked by Randall with a point of order. 
H e held that the motion was in the nature 
of business, and therefore not in order un­ 
til the journal had been read. The Speaker 
decided the point well taken. 
The journal was then read, and Weaver 
again began his dilatory motions. These 
were m ainly interrupted by Dibble, who 
came forward with a conference report 
upon the Senate bill for the erection of a 
public buildingat Milwaukee, Wis., which, 
notw ithstanding 
Weaver’s 
protest, the 
Speaker ruled of higher privilege than a 
motion to adjourn. 
Weaver took advantage of jh e h a lfh o n r's 
debate upon the Milwaukee bill to deliver 
a speech in favor ot the Oklahoma bill, in 
behalf of which he has been m aking a 
filibustering fight for some days past. 
Mason ot Illinois made the point of order 
that the gentleman was not speaking to the 
subject before the House, and the Speaker 
pro tern. (McCreary) sustained it. 
No quorum voting on orderiBg the yeas 
and nays on the adoption of the conference 
report. W eaver again raised his point of 
order th at no quorum was necessary. 
The Speaker overruled the point, and the 
conference report was agreed to—yeas 179, 
nays 51. 
Dibble then presented the conference re­ 
port on the bill for the erection of a public 
building at Omaha, Neb. 
W eaver permitted the report to be agreed 
to w ithout forcing a yea or nay vote, but 
when Dibble rose with another conference 
report he raised the question of considera­ 
tion, and pending this moved to adjourn. 
Dibble raised the point of order that the 
latter m atter was not in order, but the 
Eoint was overruled by the Speaker, who 
eld that pending the decision of the ques­ 
tion of consideration it was competent for 
the House to adjourn. H e also held in 
order the subsequent motion, that when 
the House adjourns to-day, it be to meet on 
Monday next. 
The latter motion having been defeated, 
W eaver withdrew his motion to adjourn, 
and on his motion the House took a recess 
till evening, the session to be for the con­ 
sideration of private pension bills. 
W eaver of Iowa was not present when 
the House met this evening, but Kilgore of 
Texas was on hand to block legislation by 
raising the point of no quorum . 
Upon a motion to go into Committee of 
the W hole for the consideration of private 
pension bills, a call of the House was or­ 
dered and continued until 8:30, when the 
House adjourned.

S te w a rt’s an d Stan ford 's Effort» In B e ­ 
h a lf o f C alifo rn ia In d u stries 
W ashington, January 11th. — Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada, has had a consultation 
with two experts in the Internal Revenue 
Service in regard to drawing a bill which 
would exempt fruit brandies trom the in­ 
ternal revenue tax. 
Senator Stanford has taken hold of this 
subject with great earnestness and is de­ 
term ined, if possible, to secure the repeal 
of the internal revenue tax on all brandy 
distilled from grapes. 
He thinks that in seasons when the wine 
product is not of high quality the ioss to 
the vineyardist can be materially dim in­ 
ished if he can make brandy out of the 
wine. H e now has to pay 9u cents a gallon 
on all brandies made, and when the vint­ 
age is inferior there is no profit either 
in selling it as wine or distilling it into 
brandy. 
Senator Stanford thinks that the value 
of the vineyards of California would be 
greatly increased if this internal revenue 
tax were returned. H e requested Senator 
Stewart to draw up a bill providing for the 
exemption of grape brandies from the in­ 
ternal revenue tax. Senator Stewart found, 
upon consultation with the expert of the 
Internal Revenue Department, that they 
thought a small tax should be retained in 
order to give the Government supervision 
over the distilleries, and if there were no 
supervision there would be no opportuni­ 
ties for m aking alcohol from corn and 
grain. 
Senator Stanford, however, is not willing 
to accept the opinion of the experts. He 
thinks it unnecessary for the Government 
to have supervision of the grape brandy 
distilleries. 
He is of the opinion that if 
the authorities have a suspicion that spirits 
are being distilled from corn any of these 
grape brandy 
distilleries 
could be in ­ 
spected. 


SA M O A N A F F A IR S . 


C o n su l-G en eral S ew all G ives a H isto ry o f 
th e T ro u b le in S a m o a . 
W a sh in g t o n , January 11th. — Consul- 
General Sewall, of Samoa, who has been 
home several months, appeared before the 
Senate Committee of Foreign Relations to­ 
day. General 
Sewall 
was examined in 
secret at great length, and expressed the 
belief that the next mail will bring news 
of further and more terrible conflicts be­ 
tween the Germans and natives ; that the 
shedding of blood since he left Samoa had 
radically changed the situation, and that 
if it were not intended to yield to Germany 
the entire control of the islands, some de­ 
cided action would have to be taken by the 
powers. 
H e presented to the committee copies of 
the Samoan Times, pub lisbed at Apia, con­ 
taining accounts of an unprovoked and un­ 
expected attack by a German war ship 
Upon the natives, and of a meeting by 
Consuls of other nations denouncing the 
act, also a misleading and unfair statem ent 
by the German Consul. Sewall spoke of 
the studied, systematic efforts of the Ger­ 
mans in sending out news from Berlin con­ 
cerning Samoa to give the impression that 
America was the aggressor in every cause 
of trouble. 


NOT A G U T. 


C h ic k a sa w 's G am e B y rd F in a lly G ets the 
G overn orsh ip . 
W ash in gto n , January 11th.—Secretary 
Vilas this afternoon rendered an opinion 
recognizing Chief Byrd as Governor of the 
Chickasaw Nation, Indian Territory. This 
settles the contest there between the ad­ 
herents of Byrd and Governor Guy. The 
Legislature declared Byrd elected to suc­ 
ceed Guy, but the latter refused to give up 
possession of the Capitol and the reins of 
government.

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ON THE ISTHMUS. 


BRIEF SOJOURN IN THE REPUB­ 
LIC OF NICARAGUA. 


A Day Spent in Its Capital—V ol­ 
canic Lak es and a W onderfal 
Body o f W ater.

Managua, Nicaragua, January 4,1889. 
For nearly a century Nicaragua has been 
darkly distinguished above all other coun­ 
tries of the world for war and bloodshed. 
M ilitary pronunciamentoes, popular re­ 
volts and civil conflicts have so thoroughly 
wasted the resources of this once rich 
country, that at last utter exhaustion has 
brought comparative peace. The present 
Capital of the republic, on the shore of the 
wonderful Lago (lake) de Managua, whose 
name it bears, has experienced as many 
ups and downs as might be expected from 
the “seat'’ of so chaotic a Government. 
Near the northwest shore of the same lake 
is Leon, founded in 1523 by Francisco Fer­ 
nandez de Cordova, an aspiring city, which 
from time out of mind has been deter­ 
mined to consider itself the Capital. On 
the shores of the same body of water is 
Granada, another ambitious burg, which 
was also determined to possess that honor. 
So an endless contention was urged be­ 
tween the rival cities, Grenada and Leon, 
which has at last been settled by locating 
the Capital at Managua, about midway be­ 
tween the two. 
In 1876 a great landslide destroyed 
Managua, but it was soon rebuilt. A rail- j 
way has long been in process of construe- ! 
tion to connect the Capital with the ocean; I 
but the everlasting manana of the region 
interferes with its completion. In Í882 
the telegraphic system of eight hundred 
miles was completed, and about the same 
time it was decided to set aside an annual 
grant of $00,000 for educational purposes. 
I will not weary you with a description 
of the general features of Managua, which 
are precisely like those of other Spanish- 
American towns so often described in these 
letters. Among its one-story adobe abodes 
and more picturesque structures of cane 
thatched with leaves, which make up the 
thickly-settled part of the town, are a 
number of two-storv brick and frame 
houses, which, during late years, since for­ 
eigners have flocked here, have become 
quite the fashion. Hut they look out of 
place in this hot and earthquake-haunted 
section, while the simpler dwellings of the 
natives are not only more pleasing to the 
eye and better suited to the climate, but 
arc much safer when the frequent shocks 
occur. 
This diminutive Washington of Nicara­ 
gua is said to be more beautifully located 
than any other city in Central America. 
Back of the town are a number of volcanic 
lakes where nature has concentrated an 
astonishing variety of eccentricities. The 
American Consul was so kind as to devote 
a day to showing us these wonders, in 
which hospitable duty he was assisted by 
several native Managuans. 
If that old saw Ls true about “early to bed 
and early to rise,” certainly the people of 
Nicaragua ought to be wiser than Solomon, 
and more healthy than Methuselah. At an 
incredibly early hour every light is extin­ 
guished in Managua and everybody is com­ 
fortably ensconced behind the mosquito- 
bars of his ox-hide stretcher, or hammock, 
or springbed—there being a number of the 
latter, strange to say, in the hotels and 
better-class homes of the country; and 
long before “sun-up” everybody is astir 
and ready for the little business they may 
be disposed to accomplished. And you 
may be sure that anything in the line of 
work will be little. 
Even his pleasures 
are taken by the lazy Nicaraguan leisurely 
and in homeopathic doses, as indeed, Ls 
everything but sleeping and smoking. In 
other portions of Ilispauo-America every 
little town has its Casino and other public 
places for amusements or social gatherings. 
But there are none in Nicaragua—not even 
in its Capital, which has a population of 
13,000. If there are entertainments in 
private houses, they generally take the form 
of early dinner parties; or if dancing is in 
order, it is begun in the afternoon and con­ 
cluded about the hour such exercises be­ 
gin elsewhere. 
Therefore our picnic was quite an event 
in the eyes of the Managuans, and though 
we started about 4 o’clock a. m., half the 
town turned out to bid us adois and wish 
us a safe return. Vehicles of any kind are 
scarce in this part of the world, m 06t peo­ 
ple taking their extremely limited amount 
of exercise on donkeyback or by the aid of 
Mr. Shanks’ horse. But for the especial 
honor of Los Americanos, a large and cum­ 
bersome landau was provided, which had 
formerly belonged to the Bishop of Leon, 
but had been recently discarded by that 
dignitary for more a stylish conveyance. In 
these Catholic countries, you know, it is 
the custom for everybody to fall upon their 
knees, wherever they may be, whenever 
the Bishop's carriage is seen approaching, 
and more than once we were startled by 
the sight of “flopping” men and women— 
a la Mrs. Jerry Cruncher who were prob­ 
ably not yet aware of the Bishop’s change 
of turnouts. 
The route lay for some distance close 
along the shore of beautiful Lago de 
Managua, then up a road so steep and 
rough that for wheels the ascent was both 
difficult and dangerous. At an elevation 
of perhaps 200 feet a halt was made, that 
we might view the magnificent panorama 
spread out belew. 
At our feet lay the 
quaint city, and several other towns, of 
equal size, all apparently close to the 
water’s edge, were discernidle. The lake 
itself looks dark green in hue, by contrast 
with the surpassing brightness of the en­ 
circling mountains, whose barren cliffs and 
crags shine like gold and silver under the 
tropic sun, and combining a rich coloring 
of cinnibar and other minerals that enter 
into their composition, present all the effect 
of a gorgeous sunset. The twin peaks of 
the range, Momotombe and Momotombita, 
rise 6,000 feet on the farther side of the 
lake, from the water’s edge. The first- 
named volcano constantly emits a volume 
of smoke or steam, which slowly rises and 
mingles with the clouds. Though harm­ 
less now, the great streak of lava marking 
a dark course down its gtim side recalls 
the tragedy of a destroyed city at its base, 
and the fact that beneath its once burning 
mass hundreds of people were buried. 
The horses were again urged forward 
and upward, toward the point where the 
distant peak of Santa Clara towers above 
the clouds, till at last the crest of an ex­ 
tinct crater was reached. W ithin this 
hollow. 100 feet below the surrounding 
ridge, which forms a circular basin with a 
diameter of about 600 yards as perfect as if 
laid out by accurate measurement, licsa lake 
of unknown depth. A little way from the 
bank sounding leads have l>een run down 300 
feet without touching bottom. We are 
told that at times the water becomes warm, 
and that sulphurous fumes arise from its 
surface, and again the volume of the lake 
will rise five or six feet so suddenly that 
the women washing along the shore" have 
to swim for their lives, leaving the clothes 
to float away. Though caller! extinct, this 
would indicate that the temper of the vol­ 
cano is still too uncertain to make its im­ 
mediate neighborhood a desirable place of 
residence. 
This lake—called Tiscapa—is the public 
laundry of Nicaragua’s capital, and here 
the lavendaras (wash-women) come to 
cleanse the city’s soiled linen. 
A rugged 
roadway leads down to the water, where at 
all hours of every day a novel scene is pre­ 
sented. Standing knee-deep or waist-deep 
in the water, dressed (or rather undressed) 
accordingly, the native women pound the 
clothes on flat stones, and afterwards dry 


them on the surrounding bushes. The in­ 
dustrious workers are themselves the most 
striking pictures, clad in a single short, 
sleeveless and extremely “low-necked” 
garment, and even this slight trammelling 
they discard in the ardor of business, if 
compelled to seek deeper rinsing places. 
Hons soil qne mal y pense. 
And these 
creatures seem to be the perfection of inno­ 
cence for they remain entirely undisturbed 
if, perchance, a company of muleteers de­ 
scend the mountain path and proceed to 
water their beasts and bathe themselves 
as unconcernedly and as unnoticed by the 
women as though each were alone in the 
wilderness. 
Among these workers, running n age 
irom maidens of 12 to matrons of 50, one 
may see some surprising beauties, whose 
advent in New York in civilized attire 
would turn the heads and capture the 
hearts of all the dudes of that beauty- 
adoring metropolis. Though the Plireni- 
cian blood, which Nicaraguans are so 
proud to claim, is probably lost in the now 
mere clearly defined Spanish and Indian, 
yet these mild-eyed, sweet-faced and grace­ 
ful children of Central America have re­ 
tained in their character many of the 
traits that distinguished their earlier 
ancestors, including simple contentment, 
and a passionate enjoyment of nature and 
love of home. 
Leaving Tiscapa, we ascend again to the 
edge of the rugged crater, and drive rap­ 
idly along the hights till Nejapa is reached 
—the second of the volcanic lakes, which 
also occupies a crater whose surrounding 
crest rises to an altitude of 700 feet, so 
that looking down to get a view of the 
water is like gazing into avast well. There 
are no graceful lavendaras here; but the 
slope allows us to scramble down a .id test 
the phenomenal character of the water, 
which literally forms a lake of suds, con­ 
taining all the properties of soap. A tar­ 
nished bit of gold, silver, brass or tin, 
dipped into the water comes out bright 
and shining—and how we longed to im­ 
merse about nine-tenths of the population 
of all this narrow stretch of country con­ 
necting the two continents. The Govern­ 
ment should see to it that they are caught 
and dipped per force. The water is also 
said to be a specific for many cutaneous 
diseases. 
Climbing this second crater to the road­ 
way, we continue on—to the left, the 
green surface of Lago de Managua and its 
ever-clinging hights, and on the right the 
abysses of the crater beiow. Descending 
to the third of this series of lakes, we are 
surprised to find the water clear as crystal 
and almost ice-cool. The same unrivaled 
beauty of scenery encompasses us, only this 
is more lonely, the only sound that breaks 
the oppressive stillness being the cry of 
some brilliant-plumaged bird that comes 
to drink in the cool waters. 
There are more of these lakes and many 
miles of mountain scenery equally in­ 
spiring, but the labor of climbing the de­ 
clivities under a broiling sun is so great 
that we are fain to leave the rest unvtsited, 
return to town and spend the remainder of 
the day a.* lazily as our neighbors, swing­ 
ing in hammocks, and drinking tiste—a re­ 
freshing concoction of cocoa, roasted corn 
and water.

A friend was spending the day with me 
the other day, and while she was here our 
pastor called. After he left the friend 
said: “Did you ever notice with what re­ 
spect Mr. Conrad speaks of his wife and 
how courteously lie treats her at all 
tim es?” I nodded assent and my friend 
went on: “I suppose my husband is as 
good a man as ever lived, but his mother 
did not train him to lie courteous to ladies. 
His sisters were his slaves, and thereby he 
is spoiled as a husband. 
I wish I could 
train several hundred boys to he husbands 
for the next generation. Do you suppose 
they’d consider it their prerogative to 
drive the girls out of the easiest chair, 
take the sunniest corner of the room, the 
best place by the light, throw books, pa­ 
pers or slips down for some one to put 
away, and grow up with the idea that the 
wife must be the valet and the rest of the 
household stand respectfully by to obey 
orders? You smile but this is anything 
but a subject to laugh over. 
“ I really believe husbands never think 
how their unkind ways hurt. They don’t 
realize the difference to us—for instance, 
in their manner when they come to din­ 
ner. All day the wife has been alone with 
the children and servants, and is more 
hungry for a kind word from her husband 
than an epicurean feast. He comes in just 
as the dinner-bell rings. ‘ For a wonder 
dinner is once ready on time,’ the husband 
says. Couldn’t he have saved the heart 
stab by saying: ‘That’s a pleasant sound to 
a hungry fellow,’ and what hinders him 
from adding, what would be milk and 
honey to a weary soul all the rest of the 
day—nay, all the rest of her life: ‘You are 
a good wife, Cornelia.’ And if dinner is 
not quite ready why need he say : 'Of 
course not; never is.’ In working mot­ 
toes for the home why hasn’t some one 
taken Wesley’s remark : ‘I’d as soon swear 
as fret,’ instead of hanging up, ‘I need 
thee every hour ?’ 
“ When I think I have a hard time, I 
just think cf the women who have no 
servants, but who themselves care for the 
children, wash, iron, cook, inend, churn, 
milk, carry wood and water—all for less 
than an Irish servant girl’s wages. Of 
course men appreciate their wives—of 
course they do, but they keep their polite 
manners and courteous ways for—other 
men’s wives. One time James thanked 
me for saving him room beside me at a 
concert, and then sort of apologized for be­ 
ing polite hv saying he thought it was my 
sister Marv.”—Atlanta Constitution. 
The W ord ‘•D am n” D efended. 
Mrs. .Sarah Austin tells us, in her re­ 
cently published “ Memoirs,” that she was 
greatly exerciseJ as to whether she was 
justified in retaining the word “ damn” in 
the recital of a story of Lord Jeffrey and 
Sydney Smith. Lord Lyttleton and others 
protested, it would seem, against it, and 
Lady Holland suggested the substitution 
of the word “ hang.” Now, why? To 
“ damn ” is to condemn; to lie “ damned ” 
is to be condemned, while to hang is to ex­ 
ecute a condemnation, and to be “ hanged ” 
is to die in consequence of a condemnation. 
What, then, can be the difference whether 
Lord Jeffrey “ damned” the north pole or 
whether he expressed a wish that this 
meteorological point should lie hanged? 
It is held that to desire that the north 
pole or a chair or a horse or a wife or any­ 
thing or anyone else should lie damned, is 
to swear, whereas to express the desire 
that a thing or person should be hanged is 
not. As a matter of fact, the use of neither 
of these expressions involve swearing. 
They are mere foolish utterances by 
which the person using them wishes to 
convey the impression that he is displeased 
with the jierson or thing against which 
either is leveled. “ Damn ” may be coarse 
and vulgar, for verbal coarseness of vul­ 
garity is conventional. 1 am not quite 
sure, however, that the expression of a 
wish that the north pole may be con- 
demne 1 is not a good deal more reasonable 
than that it should be hanged. Be this, 
however, as it may, I entirely deny that 
damning is swearing.—London Truth.

SOME OF THE LATEST STYLES AT 
THE METROPOLIS. 


Evening; Costumes and Methods of 
M aking Them —Hair-Dressing, 
Evening Cloaks, Etc.

N ew Y o rk , January 5, 1889. 
Contrast, so powerful an element of 
beauty, is to a marked degree brought for­ 
ward in the richer class of evening cos­ 
tumes. 
Dlrectoire coats of magnificent 
brocade, open over fronts devised in the 
most opposite character, as where perpen­ 
dicular puffings of tulle are kept in posi­ 
tion by narrow, milliner’s folds of satin, or 
so frail a fabric as lisse, is delicately 
adorned by crystal beads or silken em­ 
broidery. Embroidered or beaded satin 
fronts are also in much favor, this special 
feature being indeed so fashionable that 
ready-made fronts are an important item 
in the stocks of leading merchants. Direc- 
toire coats of velvet, opening over bro­ 
caded fronts, are much in vogue, and entire 
dresses of velvet are relieved by elegant 
silver passementeries. The latter, how­ 
ever, are in a minority, compared with 
toilettes that show combinations of bro­ 
cade, velvet, sicilienne, moire or pcau de 
soie, to which touches are given by em­ 
broidery, ostrich feathers or fur, "which 
this season intrudes itself everywhere. 
EVENING DRESSES FOR YOUNG LADIES 
Are made of English crape in white or 
evening colors, while instead of lace or the 
drapery nets of last season, come silk mulls 
and Indian lawns in stripes of various 
widths and patterns, in which tinsel some­ 
times glitters witli dressy effect. Spangled 
tulle is very popular, vet not more so than 
plaid white or colored tulle; the white es­ 
pecially, though not exclusively, being an 
excellent foundation for those prolonged 
floral garnitures that are now so stylish. 
One tulle skirt over another gives beauti­ 
ful softness, or ill-concealed by a single 
skirt of diaphanous material, the silken 
petticoat may contribute an attractive 
shimmer. 
Occasionally the outer skirt of 
tulle is laid in successive tucks run with 
floss silk, for more distinct outlining, and 
this idea, though not particularly pretty, 
is commendable because giving a change. 
Bodices of velvet or satin laced in the 
back are extremely tasteful with thin 
skirts and transferred from one to another, 
help to vary toilettes. 
More durable, but 
extremely pretty, evening dresses for 
young girls are made of fine quality, light 
weight wool in evening colors. 
Ribbon 
forms the best trimming and Irish lace is 
also used, and often properly in finish. 
Moire, satin, Sicilienne or pcau de soie are 
tasteful in combinations. 
WAYS OF MAKING. 
While morning and street dresses are se­ 
vere in outline and long-waisted, afternoon 
costumes savor of the Oriental and fantas- 
tit, having shorter waists, yet not so short 
as evening toilets, where Empire and Di- 
rectoire ideas exert greatest influence. 
Ladies who make an intelligent study of 
dress therefore, become aware of the "fact 
that the corset and style of dress should 
always harmonize. The Thomson glove- 
fitting corsets, among others, are held by 
persons of taste in high esteem for this rea­ 
son. Elegant New Year costumes are 
fitted over those in blue, crimson, pale 
pink, or other colored satin, but corsets in 
fine satin jeans or coutil are equally com­ 
fortable and graceful, at moderate cost. 
Necks of evening dresses are cut round or 
square low, pointed back and front, heart­ 
shaped or pompadour. Sleeves, all lengths, 
from those conspicuous by absence, to 
others covering the arm. Skirts are longer 
than formerly. Those for dancing are 
without trains, but otherwise demi-trainR 
are seen to some extent, while the long 
court-train is endured, on account of its 
handsome effect. 
FLORAL GARNITURES 
Are extremely 
popular for evening 
toilets. Down the fronts of tulle dresses 
they lie embedded between softperjiendicu- 
lar puffings—with extended sweep, may 
encircle skirts, may lie in careless garland 
style, trim the necks of bodices, do duty 
in place of shoulder-knots, or, as fillets, 
entwine the low-dressed hair. The rich 
passementeries used on velvet and some­ 
times on combination costumes, have al­ 
ready been alluded to. Gilt Oriental col­ 
ors and crystal bead passementeries are 
also noticeable, but none are so frequently 
used as the ostrich feather garnitures that 
are a marked feature of the day. They 
are placed in bunches, form headings to 
flounces, may soften the transition from 
one material to another, or outline cor­ 
sages with very gracelul result for thin 
persons. 
LIBERTY IS LAW IN HAIR DRESSING, 
Where any style is allowable, provided 
there lie not too much. The Psyche knot, 
with fillets of ribbon or flowers, over front 
frizzes, is very popular ; yet not more so 
than high arrangement with ribbon loops, 
ostrich pompon, metal or precious stone 
ornaments. 
Less popular, hut stylish, 
nevertheless, is a dressing of flat curls all 
over the top of the head, combined with 
and occasionally almost concealing a loose 
twist or coil. Chateleine braids are a re­ 
vival not as yet largely patronized, and 
the same can lie said of the Langtry 
coiffure. Front hair is often cut in a short 
pointed bang, not actually curled, but 
fltiffy-looking; the saucer bang is without 
a point and also fluffy, while the curled 
baby hang, more precise in outline, is in 
favor for matrons. With togues on the 
street, and occasionally with bonnets, the 
hair is worn in a tight knot extending 
some distance at the back. 
Evening 
gloves are chiefly in light tan shades with 
delicate stitching on the back, and the 
lengths depend, of course, on sleeves. A 
minority of pale gray or white gloves are 
noticeable, hut tan leads, perhaps because 
matching the tan slipjiers still popular. 
Frequently, however, the slippers corre- 
s|>ond with the dress; hosiery in all cases 
matching the slippers. Camel’s hair lined 
with plush is much used for 
EVENING CLOAKS, 
As for example, while or pale-green cam­ 
el’s hair cloth lined with pink plush, blue 
with delicate yellow, etc. The dull reds 
are also popular for entire cloth cloaks, or 
form parts of those combinations noticea­ 
ble. Combinations are, in truth, quite a 
feature; velvet, peau de soie, superb bro­ 
cades, plush or cloth are put together in 
ways too numerous to mention ; fur be­ 
ing the favorite trimming—light fur on 
dull red or the darker colors, and dark fur 
on light colors. Short wraps, usually of 
brocade, are worn by some who wish to ex­ 
hibit the costume, but the majority prefer 
an enveloping garment, for which the nun’s 
or peasant designs are most in favor, 
though not to the exclusion of shapes on 
the raglan order.

A sleepy land, shut in by purple hills. 
A white road creeps down the valley, 
crosses the river at the brawling ford and 
winds on—out into the world again.

A young man writes from one of the 
rural villages of Tennessee to the Louis­ 
ville Courier-Jour nal: 
“ I 
have been 
teaching school ever since I quit school, 
about a year ago, but I do not like it. It 
is time 1 had chosen a profession and I 
think I would rather he an editor than 
anything else, for I like ease and comfort 
and plenty of money, and do not like to 
work. To be an editor, to sit in an elegant 
sanctum, with nothing to do but to write 
when I feel like it, to have plenty of 
money and to go where and when I please, 
free of cost, and lead the editor’s quiet life 
of ease, without care or trouble of any sort, 
is the height of my ambition.

The United States Consul, John Card­ 
well, writing to the StateyDepartment un­ 
der date ot November 21, 1888, says con­ 
cerning the ever interesting and historic 
river N ile: 
Calamity upon calamity befalls Egypt. 
The Nile flood of 1887 was disastrous,being 
so excessive as to destroy great quantities 
of growing crops, while it also laid waste 
villages, demolished and filled up shadoofs 
and sakheyebs, and drove many persons, 
witn their animals, 10 the edges of the 
deserts, where numbers of tbe latter died 
or became so impoverished as to be useless 
for some time to come in the requirements 
of agriculture. Private property was, in 
consequence, increased and public debt was 
augmented. 
The Nile flood of 1888, which has now 
entirely subsided, has proven another dis­ 
aster, in a contrary sense to what befell 
the country in 1S87. The highest point re 
corded by the nilometer at Khtda. near 
Cairo, in 1887. was 25 pics, 2 kirats, while 
in 1888 the greatest altitude to which the 
waters rose was 18 pics 14 kirats, a differ­ 
ence of 6 pics 12 kirats. A flood of 22 
pics is regarded as quite advantageous to 
all sections of the country-. Owing to tbe 
success of the Barrage, the great water ele­ 
vator for filling the canals and ditches of 
tbe Delta, the state of agriculture in Lower 
Egypt is good. The well-guarded dykes of 
the branches of the Nile and of the great 
canals in tbe Delta protected by Lower 
Egypt against 1 he high water of 1887, while 
the Barrage, probably the most worthy 
monument to the wisdom and capacity of 
Mohammed Ali and his engineers, has j 
saved the same region from present barren­ 
ness and desolation. Water has been and 
is being supplied to all the good lands of 
Lower Egypt in quantity sutficient to in­ 
crease production in growing crops, and 
the lands have been property prepared and 
planted in winter crops, while, because of 
the Barrage, those now growing, and those 
to be planted and grown before the season 
of another flood, may be safely calculated 
on as remunerative. In limited districts, 
even in the Delta, there has been and will 
be some scarcity of water, but on the whole 
the agriculturists of Lower Egypt are, in an 
Egyptian sense, blessed. Canalization, sup­ 
ported by the Barrage, has made the Della 
quite independent of a low Nile, while good 
dykes and unceasing vigilance protect it 
against the dangers of a high Nile. The 
cullivatable area of Lower Egypt is 2,744.­ 
000 feddans, not more than one-seventieth 
of which are lost to agriculture because of ¡ 
the low Nile of this year. Still, complaint 
is made and it will continue to be 
made of an insufficient supply of 
water in many parts of the Delta. The 
loss to agriculture, therefore, may be placed 
at more than double the loss in cultivated 
area—say one-thirtieth or more in produc­ 
tion.There is no mammoth system of water 
elevation in Upper Egypt like the Barrage, 
and canalization is quite limited. There, 
when the river fails in annual bounty, 
shadoofs and sakhevebs may be operated 
unceasingly through the days and nights of 
a long year, and yet vast areas go un­ 
watered, and hence in this rainless land 
remain as barren as desert wastes. The 
cultivable area of Upjier Egypt is 2,220,000 
feddans, 
equal 
to 
2,331 090 
acres, 
and of this nearly one-seventh is lost to 
agriculture. Unwatered land is not sub­ 
ject to Government taxation, and the direct 
loss to the State on account of the low 
Nile of this year will amount to a sum 
about equal to $1,750,000. The relation of 
area to population presents the appalling 
fact that nearly one-tenth of the entire 
agricultural population of Egypt have no 
lands to work for one whole year. In 
Upper Egypt the unfortunates amount to 
nearly one-sixth of its entire population. 
Unless the Government gives these poor 
beings employment on public works, which 
appears improbable, there tuust be wide­ 
spread starvation. A portion of the un­ 
fortunates may eke out a bare subsistauce 
by repairing to cultivated districts and 
quartering themselves upon the more for­ 
tunate but relief so obtained will be little 
belter than starvation. Tbe agriculturists 
who are supplied with water will have little 
more than is necessary to keep body and 
soul together. No sort of relief is possible 
until another flood has watered the lands 
and thus enabled them to produce crops, 
which will be in the spring of 1S90, pro­ 
vided there be not a low Nile in 1889. 
Special information upon the subject of 
Nile floods may be interesting. The river j 
begins to rise at Ass wan about the middle! 
of Jane and at Cairo about the middle of 
July. The highest flood level is reached 
between the middle and the end of Octo­ 
ber. A fairly good flood is 22 pics 18 kirats, 
while 23 pics is really good, watering the 
lands ontside the river banks. Any increase 
over 23 pics is unnecessary and over 24 is 
dangeious. During tbe last sixty-three 
years there has been bat one lower Nile 
than that of this year. In 1877 the flood 
rose to only 17 pics 3 kirats, and in conse­ 
quence there were lost to agriculture then 
over 550.000 feddans of land. 
A pic as applied to the rise of the Nile, is 
a lineal measure of 0 54 meter, about 21$ 
inches. The zero of the nilometer is 7 pics 
below the mean low water mark, aud there­ 
fore the measure of tbe rise begins at that 
point. According to an hereditary usage 
the measuring of the Nile waters having 
been transmitted from father to son in the 
same family since the eighth century, the 
Nile pic represents 0 54 meter, from 0 to 16. 
From 16 to 22 the pic is one-half of its 
real measure, 0.17 meter. 
Beyond 22 
the pic again represents its absolute meas­ 
ure. To find the rise of the Nile in me­ 
ters, seven pics must first be deducted from 
the stated rise, and the remainder must 
then be reduced according to the measures 
above given. From the total result there 
must finally be deducted 0 18 meter. A 
kirat is the twenty-fourth part of a pic. 
In 1877, as I have already stated, the flood 
was, by the rule of measurement above ex­ 
plained, 37 kirats (full measure) lower than 
in 1888. In 1833 the rise reached 18 pics 23 
kirats, and tradition establishes the fact 
that great suffering ensued, but canalization 
was not then as good as now. In 1835, 
1836 and 1837 there were successively low 
Niles, the highest water levels of those 
years being respectively 19 pics 15 kirats, 20 
pics 17 kirats aud 19 pics 4 kirats. The re­ 
sult was the noted three-years’ famine, 
which almost wholly ruined Egypt, and 
yet at that time the country had ño foreign 
debt and the modern bond curse was un­ 
known. 
The low Nile of this year gives rise to 
much speculation in regard to more com­ 
plete facilities for irrigation. But little 
more is necessary for the delta, and what 
may be necessary is simply more canaliza­ 
tion. In Upper Egypt the case is different. 
There water elevation is necessary, and 
with it a perfect system of canals and 
ditches. W hat will be adopted it is impos­ 
sible to predict. Riaz Pasha, Prime Min­ 
ister, favors a number of very powerful 
pumping machines, while there are also 
strong advocates of the Lamotte proposal 
for damning the Nile at Silsileh. This 
would, however, be an enormous under­ 
taking, and it would cost a huge sum of 
money—more by far than Egypt’s financial 
condition could command. Filling the 
Raian basin, according to the Whitehouse 
proposition, is of possible accomplishment, 
and it will have due consideration.

HOW TO CARTE A TURKEY. 


The pioneers of Sacramento, and many 
others, will remember the letters formerly 
published over the name of “ Jeems Pipes 
of Pipesville.” The writer referred to was 
at one time an auctioneer in this city, and 
the following extract from one of his old 
letters will be of interest to present read­ 
ers. 
lie says: 
One of our first sales happened to take 
place in the store of a Captain Dring, sit­ 
uated inside 
of “ Sutter’s Fort,” and 
thither I proceeded, on a hot and dusty day 
in September, with tacks, hammer and an­ 
nounce bills under my arms—for auction­ 
eers in those days posted their own bills— 
to tack up the notices on the walls of the 
fort and on the trees in J and K streets ; 
and I propose to tell the reader liow 
looked 


s e t t e r 's f o r t in 1849. 
A two-story building of adobe, with a 
slanting roof, having on each side an en­ 
trance reached by a flight of ricketty, 
wooden steps; the interior composed of 
rooms innumerable, and fitted up in quite 
a cosy and comfortable manner, for in 
those days there resided here the family 
of the McC.’s, the pioneers of the Sac­ 
ramento valley, and right hospitably were 
strangers welcomed by the genial host, 
hostess and his handsome daughters. The

Very few heads of families or members 
of the household in any capacity can carve 
a turkey in a truly scientific style. 
It has 
been claimed that carving is an art, but 
there is little doubt that a few points on 
the dissection of a fowl well studied and 
thoroughly digested will go a goodly dis­ 
tance toward making a novice an expert. 
Here are some points on how to carve a 
boiled turkey which is as good an illustra­ 
tion as can be given: 
The legs of a boiled fowl always bend 
inward and tuck into the belly, but before 
it is put upou the table the skewer by 
which they are secured ought to be re­ 
moved. The fowl should be laid upon the 
carver’s plate, and the joints, as they are cut 
off, placed in the dish. 
In taking off the 
wing the joint only must he divided witli 
the knife, for by lifting up the pinion of 
the wing with the fork and then drawing 
it towards the legs the muscles will sepa­ 
rate in a much better form than vou can 
effect by cutting with a knife. Next place 
the knife between tiie leg and body and cut 
to the bone; turn the leg hack with the fork 
and the joint will give way if the fowl is 
young and well done. The merry thought 
is taken out when the legs and wings are all 
removed ; the neck bones are taken off by 
putting in the knife and pressing it under 
the long, broad part of the bone ; then lift 
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building, or “fort,” was surrounded by a 
neck hone and break it off from the 
thick, high adobe wall, and you entered 
the inclosure by a large wooden gate at 
the southern extremity, when, upon turn­ 
ing to the right, the words “Dring’s Store” 
greeted you. 
The surroundings of the 
place were not of the most elegant charac­ 
ter—dirt, dust, rubbish and disorder pre­ 
vailing generally. 
One or two curious circumstance oc­ 
curred at the “sale” which 1 will briefly 
chronicle. 
Among the “lots” were some GOO pairs of 
high boots, which I was told to “let slide” 
at $4 a pair. ^ I got $16, or an ounce of 
goid dust, a pair for each, and the pur­ 
chaser resold them for $82 a pair. 
He left 
by the next steamer for his home in the 
East, got married, bought several farms, 
and had several children, all of whom have 
gone into the hoot and shoe business. Four 
hundred sacks of flour were put up. A 
man hv the name of Wolfe (good name, I 
thought) bought the whole lot at $10 per 
sack. 
He was owner of the City Bakery— 
bread was $1 a loaf. 
He made enough out 
of this speculation to get married to a rich 
bakers daughter, buy a flour mill, have a 
large family, thoroughly well-bred, and on 
which he doughted, and left a request in 
his will that any returned Californian’ 
could have a loaf of bread—by paying for 
it 
at his shop. 
The sale wound up hv 
selling a live hog for $100. 
Pork chops 
wt’re $1 each, and a leg of jiork was worth 
$20. The pig was bought hv the Baptist 
clergyman. 
He happened to be a butcher, 
who on Sunday attended to the sheep, and 
out of this little streak of fat luck he 
started a new wooden church (they then 
worshiped in a tent), which now flourishes 
and “still lives.” 


SUTTERS FORT IN 1851 
Was very nearly deserted; the trade was 
all gone, and hut a small remnant of the 
family of the MeC.’s remained. 
There 
seemed to he 110 disposition to repair the 
breakages or damages ; no desire to keen 
this old landmark afloat, for tlie fiooci 
nearly washed it away, and I believe in 
the course of three or four years it was left 
to the coyotes and rats; and now all that 
is left of

the back upward, put your knife into the 
hone half-way from the neck to the wings, 
and by raising the lower end it will readily 
separate. The last to he done is to turii 
the rump from you and neatly take off the 
sidesmeat. 
Each part should he neatly ar­ 
ranged on the dish. 
The turkey should not be divided till 
the breast is disposed of, hut if it he 
thought proper to divide, the same process 
must be followed as directed in a fowl. 
The following is tlie best mode of serving 
this delicious bird: 
Begin by cutting 
close to the breast hone, scooping around 
so as to leave the mere pinions. 
Each 
slice should carry with it a portion of the 
pudding or forcemeat with which the craw 
is stuffed. 
In serving a roasted fowl, expert carvers 
always disjoint the thigh bones from the 
body. Then “the part that goes over the 
fence last,” familiarly called by various 
other names, is cut from the hotly. The 
breast next needs attention. 
Finally the 
many interior bones are disjointed.— V Y 
World.

The following paper was read by J. L. 
Wilson, County Superintendent of Colnsa 
County, before the State Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion of California, December 28, 1888: 
To secure these rights, goverm ents were in­ 
stituted am ong m en, deriving th eir just powers 
from the cousent of the gjverned.—Declarativa 
of Independence. 
The efficiency of the public schools is 
seriously affected by the frequent change 
of teachers that now marks their adminis­ 
tration, by the fragile tenure by which 
teachers hold their positions, and by the 
poor quality of teaeiers that insufficient 
salaries command. 
Many earnest educators look to Germany 
and Bee teachers sent to communities by 
the Government, without consulting in the 
least the people whose children ate to be 
educated; they see the teachers furnished 
good homes, comparatively well paid, and 
holding their positions for life: and they 
believe our system should be Germamzed'; 
that teachers should be given permanent 
positions by some expert and centralized 
power—in short, that the duties of the 
“office of School Trustee-’ should be radi­ 
cally revolutionized. 
Let us revert to first principles. Within 
ail governments are many systems of gov­ 
ernment. 
The government of churches, 
cities, and of public school systems, have 
fundamental principles in common with 
the government of nations. 
In all these the greatest possible good is 
sought, and in them all the questions are, 
how shall the instruments of government 
be aupoiu ed, and what shall be their juris­ 
diction and power? 
Form s of government resolve themselves 
into three classes: 
First—The monarchic, 
which includes all forms in which one 
man governs according to his own judg­ 
m ent and will. Given the following con­ 
ditions—conditions by the way that never 
exist—to w it: a m onarch perfect in wis­ 
dom and virtue, with subordinates having 
the same qualities, and I am ready to 
m aintain that this is the best form, so far 
as the ordinary purposes of government 
are concerned. 
Second—Tho aristocratic, which, in its 
original sense meant a government by a 
few of the best. 
Administered in this 
sense, w ithout selfishness, with an honest 
subservience to the best interests of State, 
it certainly gives a high order of govern­ 
ment. 
Third—The democratic, in which the 
people certainly and almost directly dictate 
the policy by which they are governed. 
The best form of governm ent has been 
the question of the ages. 
We all recognize 
a modicum of truth in Pope's egotistic 
generalization : “ For forms of government 
let fools contest, whate’er is be-t adm inis­ 
tered is best.” But how to get the best ad­ 
ministration is a problem wrapped, to 
some extent, in the form of government. 
Neros, Stuarts, Catherines, Grande Mon- 
arch9 ar.d “Madmen of the N orth” will 
ever challenge the admiration of m ankind. 
That is, whatever is governed by this 
method, the overpowerful ruler generally 
uses his power oppressively for his own 
selfish purposes. 
This fact is attested by the blood of m ill­ 
ions, poured its red stream through the 
streets of Paris in the “Reign of Terror-’ 
and has been so burned into hum an con­ 
sciousness that the great conflagration now 
betokened by the smoke darkening all the 
Rnssias will forever end this system with 
the Caucasian race. 
The odium attached to the wcrd ‘’aristoc­ 
racy” speaks as decisively the failure of this 
system to give ju3t and honest government 
as do the Draconian Code, the fate of the 
Gracchii and the sad experience of the 
French and Germans under their barons. 
As certainly as monarchies and aristoc­ 
racies are condemned by history, democ­ 
racies are sustained by it. 
It was thi3 sys­ 
tem that molded Roman character, ex­ 
tended Roman dominion, aud laid the 
foundation for the most complete and just 
jurisprudence the world has ever seen, 
L'ndf-r Cro 
well it 
cleared 
England’s 
clouded sky of glory, aud gave her an in­ 
fluence and spirit that has extended to the 
present time. 
And it ba-, given us America. 
Before 
the shrine of my country—in tlie presence 
of its liberty, it» power, its energy, its 
achievements, its influí nee on the destiny 
of nations—in appreciation of free speech, 
a free press, and free consciences through­ 
out tbe world—in view of destroyed or 
lim ited monarchies as the result "of its 
bright exampfe, I stand with uncovered 
hi-ad and uplifted sr.nl. aud devoutly'thank 
Almighty God that I am an American ; 
and every fiber of my heart is attached to 
the principles that have given to “ my own, 
my native land ” her prestige, her majesty 
and her greatness. 
It is the settled American conclusion 
that the forms of government are an “ evo­ 
lution 
and as " men yield to angels,’’ so 
ours has succeeded and is superceding ail 
others. 
These principles are so well understood 
that the query atises, “ Why introduce 
them here? 
Because there are m any who 
would nov. change our school system. 
They wou! i strike from it its democratic 
principles, founded in the interest and 
right of those whose children it affects for 
weal or woe, and place it upon a monarchic 
or aristocratic basis. 
In the discussion of the “Office of School 
Trustee,” the questions are the old ones of 
governm ent: How shall its incum bent be 
appointed ? W hat power shall he have— 
that is, shall it be monarchic, aristocratic 
or democratic in its organization ? 
In the infancy of peoples they find it ne­ 
cessary to appoint a guardian over them ­ 
selves, i. e., a monarch. 
This system was 
doubtless suggested by the natural oue, the 
patriarchal; and is necessary where peo­ 
ple are not sufficiently advanced to control 
themselves. 
I.ike m any men. it outlives 
its usefulness, and projects its tyranny and 
woe into ages beyond it. 
The m inor systems of governm ent that 
exist in an; nation are, and m ust be, in 
harm ony with the national system ; or, at 
least, so far as the status and condiiion of 
the people are in harm ony with the na­ 
tional system. 
The German school system is in har- 
m in y with the German government sys­ 
tem. 
If we s*-e the teachers billed upon 
the people w ithout their couseDt; 
the 
schools outlined from the State standpoint, 
and the people compelled to send their 
children to them, we m ust rem ember that 
the ‘ Iron Chancellor” has asserted the "d i­ 
vine right of kings,” hut little less arbitra­ 
rily than did the Stuarts. 
When you are ready to Germanize our 
political system. Germanize our school sys­ 
tem, but not till then. Let’s not try to rig 
the running-gears of a harvester upon aii 
old-fashioned cradle. 
Methods shi u’d not be mixed. The con- 
ventral idea of the separate education of 
the sexes under the strictest surveillance is 
good. The co-education idea, with great 
freedom of association and communication, 
is vastly better. But to bring the two sexes 
together in the same institution, and to ran 
a dead-line between them, is, in my judg­ 
ment. a failure. 
Tne fire3 of freedom 
should glow 
throughout every system 
within our government, or they shotiid all 
be put ont. We should adhere to our 
principle, "A government by the people 
for the people,-’ or call in an 'Trcu Chan­ 
cellor.-’ 
Now, wherever the preponderating popu­ 
lation are so ignorant that they are not 
capable of self-government, we find their 
systems necessarily marked by monarchic 
features. 
In Alabama the State Superintendent 
appoints County Superintendents, who in 
turn appoint local Boards of Trustees. 
Similar systems prevail in Maryland and 
Louisiana. We recognize this as a mixture 
of systems hereinbefore condemned. But 
this grows out of peculiar conditions, and 
no oue, so far as I know, points to the 
Southern schools as models. 
By the aristocratic form I mean not only 
that in which the power is in the hands of 
a few. but also the forms in which the few 
are not chosen by the people governed. 
Applied to the office of School Trustee it 
includes the systems wherein the town­ 
ship. composed" of several school districts, 
is the limit. Generally each district elects 


one Trustee, and these Trustees constitute 
a Board for the township, with power to 
employ teachers and to manage and control 
the affairs of the school throughout. There 
are these objections to this system: 
First—The Board permits each Trustee 
to control absolutely the affairs of his own 
district. This constitutes one school des­ 
pot, with ample opportunity to be as selfish, 
prejudicial and small as he pleases, and 
veil his actions behind the Board. Another 
objection to the one Trustee idea is th is: 
Even if he be honest and competent he 
lacks the back-bone and matured plans, 
given by counsel and divided responsibility. 
This last thought is an important one. In 
all those 8tates where certificates are issued 
by the County Superintendent, the exam­ 
inations practically amount to nothing. 
One man seldom has the moral force to 
withstand the implorations of an unpre­ 
pared applicant, especially if her relatives 
are numerous and influential. 
Friend­ 
ship. pity or fear breaks down the system. 
But a Board brace and nerve one another 
until they can and do send away near tiny 
per cent, of the applicants to make bitter 
preparation for the im portant 
vocation 
they would so lightly enter 
So with Trustees; onecould hardly with­ 
stand the pressure that might, aud fre­ 
quently would, be brought to bear upon 
him, to sustain an unw orthy, listless but 
good-natured teacher. 
Second—The districts in these townships 
are governed by a Board, the majority of 
whom do not live in the district whose 
affairs they control, are not accountable to 
the people, the destiny of whose children 
they coutrol, and who are not affected by 
the consequences of their own acts. The 
schools ot Florida, Georgia. Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina aud W is­ 
consin are organizations of this class. 
Under this head would tall the sugges­ 
tion 1 frequently hear, that the County 
Board of Education, or a committee oi 
persons expert in enducaltonal matters, 
should appoint teachers, and pass upon the 
m anner in which they discharge their 
duties. 
This system is in vogue iu several 
of our cities. 
We all know the resuit. 
The schools areas niucb “ spoils ” result­ 
ing to the successful party, as are any 
other of the municipal departments of 
government, and young ladies have been 
com peled to “ see” the boss iu order to 
hold their positions. This system adopted 
in couuties would make the Elective B >ard 
a schem ing party machine. The member 
who could make appointm ents where they 
would do the most good would be tlie suc­ 
cessful one. Theoretically, the plan of 
bavin» a Board of Experts elect teachers, 
sounds well. Practically, it, like the elec­ 
tion cf United States Senators, would soon 
become somber tinged, if not dyed in cor­ 
ruption and dirty puliticalism. 
1 do not. believe the world is growing 
worse. 
In fact it is my confident opinion 
that from the time the only man in it 
worth saving from the deluge, got beastly 
drunk, to the present hour, it has con­ 
tinually become purer and more honest, as 
well as more cultured and refined. 
Yet 
the desire to acquire wealth has ever over­ 
come the virtue of many men. 
Al! exper­ 
ience is that the tem p‘ation to bee m e rich 
by defrauding the Government, has been 
harder to resist than any other: probably, 
because the loss falls on no oue in partícu­ 
la-. and because the crime is more easily 
accomplished than any other 
tiieft or 
fraud. 
A still stronger reason for it lies 
in the fact that s .ciety is prone to e mdone 
this crime; and instead of ostracizing the 
criminal and burning him up with uni-1 
versal contem pt, it fiequently, ah, too fre­ 
quently, lavishes its caresses upon him and 
assigns him to posts of honor. There is 
no evil to-day doing so m uch to underm ine 
the characters of young men. and sowing 
broadcast, seeds of dishonesty and doubt; 
none that tnreatens society and assails the 
very foundations of our government, as 
does this one. 
Up to this hour the school s; stem has 
remained pure, since honesty has marked 
its adm inistration. 
Although one-fourth 
or more than one-fourth of all the taxes 
collected in the State ure devoted to public 
education, no frauds or peculations dis­ 
grace its expenditure. 
H .w long would 
this rem ain true if a sm all Board were !o 
absolutely control the expenditure of from 
$00,010 lo $2511,000 per 
annum ? 
God 
pity the results on the morals of our chil­ 
dren when tl.ey hear parents and teachers 
talking of thefts and fraud-, by m en in | 
honorable positions, of the money devoted 
to their tducation. 
It seems to me that the 
effect on them must be as disastrous as was 
the system in that neighboring Fenilea- 
ttiarv where a convict was heard to re­ 
mark : “ I am here for swindling, and the 
State has put me to tuaki; g shoes with 
pasteboard soles.” 
The democratic system 
is that in which tha people elect Trustees, 
win powers plenipotentiary. 
Our governm ent rests on the idea that 
our petiole are capable of self government. 
Stop and take in the. scope of this accepted 
platitude. It includes government in its 
every funcri m and department. 
If the 
people are capable ol pasting upon laws 
affecting revenue, property, domestic rela­ 
tions, morals, and even hum an life, they 
can successfully manage their school af­ 
fairs. 
We may safely say the " will of the 
people is law ' in school matters as well as 
others. 
The popular will is carried out by chosen 
officers. They are held to their proper 
duty by an admirable system of checks and 
balance». 
Ho there are checks upon Trus­ 
tees, to prevent their abusing their author­ 
ity. 
They can not employ a teacher unless 
he firs: sh rws him -elf competent io teach. 
It is a v ie ch eck that prevents Trustees 
from passing upon his competency: for in 
those States where this is permitted. Trus­ 
tees license the person they desire to em­ 
ploy without ranch regard to bis qualifica­ 
tions. 
It is also a wise check tha:. consti­ 
tutes a 1) tard of experts to examine teach­ 
ers. 
O ur method of levying school taxes, in ­ 
stead of leaving it to be done by each dis­ 
trict, is c great means of securing liberal 
and 
equal 
education. 
The restriction 
placed upon the use of the State fund, the 
creation of a library fund, the fotfeiture of 
balances unless an eight m outh’s school be 
maintained, are m o-: salutary check s 
The right of a teacher who has a written 
contract, to appeal to the County Superin­ 
tendent, in case of dismissal, w ithout being 
driven to a tedious, expensive and doubtful 
lawsuit, is a plain simple mafter of justice. 
This is a check that I would extend bv 
striking out the word “ written,” by creat­ 
ing a comm ittee of appeals to consist of tbe 
County Superintendent and two members 
of the Board of Education, and by making 
tbe presumption conclusive, that" teachers 
are employed for the full term , uuless the 
contrary appears in writing. 
I can think of no other lim it that 1 
would place upon the power of Trustees. 
Every system has its faults. 
W here ours 
is at fault the remedy lies, not in taking a 
backward step toward older forms, but in 
the education of the people. Under our 
system there are cases where Trustees act 
arbitrarily, ignorantly and most unjustly. 
But these are hum an charac’eristics and 
assert themselves under every form of ad­ 
m inistration. 
My experience and observa­ 
tion is that the great body of Trustees, iike 
the great hotly of the people, are wise and 
just, 
in fact, they are “long suffering and 
full of mercy,” much more prone to forgive 
and overlook the faults and shortcomings 
of teachers than to punish them. 
Under our system the tenure by which 
the teacher holds his position res s where 
it ought to rest—upon his m erit and tact. 
I believe in teachers remaining in their 
positions for years, but they should remain, 
because they do useful and satisfactory 
work, because they make themselvps live 
and efficient rueaus ol good iu their com­ 
munities. and not because they hold a con­ 
tract. Whenever a teacher" arouses the 
opposition of a respectable minority of his 
people—and two Trustees are generally a 
respectable minority—the day of his great 
usefulness is over and he would better 
move on. 
Then, again, this system is justified by 
the legislation of three-fourths of the 
States in the Union. This is a concensus 
of public opinion, a swelling flood of the 
sense of the American people that cannot 
be denied or stayed. 
Here in California we have the highest 
type of enlightened manhood. Should, tbe 
Legislature about to convene abolish the 
office of School Trastee, and place the 
power in the hands of an expert body, 
however high its qualifications and how­ 
ever hedged about against the abuse of its 
power, the people of the State, conscious 
of the rectitude of their intentions, of their 
power an i their ability, would, two years 
hence, send a Legislature here that would 
sweep every vestige from the statute books 
of the un-American infringement of their 
right to control the education of their 
children. 


Then, in conclnsion, I would inspire our 
schools with devotion to the principles of 
oar Government, warm them with the love 
of honor and truth, fire them with the am­ 
bition to become useful and wise, and leave 
them in the hands of our citizens, nestled 
close to the hearts of our people.

While it 
is not advisable to attempt to act as one's

SOME IMPORTANT VIEWS 
CONCERN­ 
ING THE LONDON EXHIBITION. 


I t will surprise most people outside of 
commercial walks to learn that the major 
portion of all the fruit consumed by Eng­ 
land iscanDed or dried, and that we ship 
already from California to England orch­ 
ard and vineyard products to the amount 
of quite $4,000,000 a year, or, with wheat 
and flour, $18,000,000 annually; while 
all our exports of California products to 
France amount to but §3,000,000, and th at 
th e sum total our canned fruit export to 
France amounts to hut $10—two $5 cases! 
O f canned fish we sent to England last 
year §2,000,000 of value. 
Now, since E ng­ 
land expends annually for im ported fruit 
$40,000,000, and since all commercial men 
agree that I^ndon is the heart and center 
o f the world’s trade, as it is of the world’s 
travel, the huh around which European 
commerce 
revolves, 
and 
the 
avenue 
through which nearly all travel moves, why 
should we not make an effort in th at place 
commensurate w ith our possibilities, to 
m ultiply several times over the output of 
our products to Europe of the kind that 
European states want ? 
Let us not take im o account the mis­ 
taken idea that the purpose is to stim ulate 
im m igration of foreigners—let all issues 
thus m istakenly raised stand aside, in the 
presence of the one question of meeting 
th e exacting demands of European tables, 
ll it is said that, because of our protective 
policy, Europe will retaliate against us 
the obvious reply is, th at in gratifying his 
own desires in satisfying his table needs, 
th e European never considers the source 
of the supply, and does not perm it any po­ 
litical interference to deprive him of th at 
w hich his tastes exact. 
But we know th at 
we cannot m eet these tastes without first 
conveying the knowledge to the millions 
of Europe that we are able to do so better 
than any others. 
How, then, shall we do 
this? 
Obviously by ocular and other 
physical testimony. 
We may write, print 
and “ puff” our products to the extremest 
lim it, at thousands of dollars expense, 
and not secure so much atteution as a 
single shelf full of our products placed in 
the right locality for general view and ex­ 
am ination, will secure. 
O ther nations have not been slow to avail 
of the advantage of object lessons. France, 
Spain and Italy, convinced by experience 
of the economy of such procedure, m ain­ 
tain in ix)ndon, at enormous expense, per­ 
m anent exhibits of their products. 
They 
surround and adorn such expositions with 
the accessories of art and mechanical 
genius, to make the whole exhibition a t­ 
tractive, and appealing, not only to the 
commercial sense, the epicurian taste and 
th e desire for the products, but to the 
fancy, the imagination, the delight of the 
eye and the esthetic taste. 
The proposition fora Ixindou exhibition 
is not an immigration scheme in any sense 
of the word ; it cannot, except by the ob­ 
tuse understanding, be so construed; it is 
not an invitation to buy lands, or a plan 
to dispose of them ; it is simply an effort 
to augment the output of the products of 
California soil, and that desirable purpose 
no man will be so rash as to condemn. 
It 
comes then mainly to aquestion of method. 
In the judgm ent of the trade world the 
very best is the “ sample ” means. 
Not the 
41 sample ” work of the “ drummer,” who 
can have no greater influence than the in­ 
dividuality of his house, but the “ sam­ 
p le ” exhibition that is hacked by the in­ 
tegrity of the State and the high character 
of its commercial worth. 
It has been ob­ 
jected that it may become the means of a 
schem e salarying a few men to “ live loft­ 
ily ” in London. 
The assault upon motive 
is always unfair, in the absence of any ev­ 
idence of its insincerity. 
W e apprehend 
th a t the business character and inflexible 
determ ination of the Executive to do his 
duty is sufficient guarantee th at if the task 
becomes his to name the agents who shall 
manage the London California exhibition, 
men beyond the suspicion of reproach will 
be chosen, the wisest economy enforced, 
and the last farthing of expenditure lie ac­ 
counted for. It is by no means w ithout the 
possibility that a superintendence of the 
exhibition can be secured from among 
foremost m en,th at will elim inate the ques­ 
tion of salaries, though the State has no 
right, as the Governor has well said, to ex­ 
act of any citizen devotion of his energies 
and time to its service, without due com­ 
pensation, and it is the part of unwisdom 
to ask or expect it. 
In this consideration of augmenting 
the output of California products and 
thus 
of 
vastly 
enlarging 
our 
pro­ 
ductive industries, so that the hundreds 
dreds of millions instead of tens will lie 
needed for statistical expression, no at­ 
tention whatever has been given to the 
“ tourist” virtue of the LondoD exhibition 
proposition. 
There are between two and 
three hundred thousand Europeans who 
every year travel for pleasure and health : 
some to escape winter climates, others to 
bask in the equability of summer resorts 
in various parts of the world and expend 
their means among strangers. 
The merest 
trifling fraction of this travel reaches 
California in either season, though we 
have capacity to entertain the major por­ 
tion of it, and to respond to its demands. 
The testimony is common that this lim ita­ 
tion is due not to our distance from the 
capitals of Europe— for in these days of 
rapid transit distance in travel is the lesser 
factor—nor altogether to our weakness in 
great art collections, historic ruins, and 
superb architectural piles, but to lack of a 
broad knowledge of California and her 
marvelous climatic 
advantages abroad. 
Even where there 
has 
been dissemi­ 
nated information concerning our State, 
its unsurpassed scenic attractions and its 
health-giving climate, the lim itation is 


due to want of confidence in the statem ents 
p u t forth. 
B ut if information is fortified 
by the visible proofs of the products which 
alone can be produced under such condi­ 
tions as favor California, the traveling 
world will be convinced of the verity of 
our claims. 
These evidences should be 
supplemented and emphasized by elaborate 
scenic views, by m iniature reproductions 
of great natural curiosities, by mineral 
water examples, by topographic plattings, 
and relief charts or models, by growing 
semi-tropical examples, by exhibition of 
the flora and much more of the natural 
history of the State. 
It requires no vigor­ 
ous mental effort to understand how im ­ 
portant an influence such an exhibition 
will be in inducing travel to this section, 
of the tourist class, and in making Cali­ 
fornia the American Italy—a loadstone to 
attract the hundreds of thousands who an­ 
nually search about the world for precisely 
such conditions as here prevail. 


THE SAMOAN SHAME. 


The more th e Samoan question is exam­ 
ined into the greater becomes the shame of 
Americans who are inspired with a sense 
of the necessity of preserving the honor of 
the country. 
The loveliest spot in all the 
South Seas is Samoa ; for us it has peculiar 
attractiveness. 
W e have there been freely 
granted 
a 
magnificent 
harbor—Pango 
Pango. 
I t is the best harbor of refuge for 
our ships in all Polynesia. 
I t is the mid­ 
way station between San Francisco and 
Australia. 
We treated with the Samoans 
and agreed w ith them th at if they fell out 
with any other treaty power and applied 
to us we would extend a protectorate tem ­ 
porarily over the island group. 
They had 
trouble with the Germans, who have for 
years 
been 
encroaching 
upon 
native 
rights, snubbing and elbowing other for­ 
eigners, and monopolizing the trade of the 
islands. 
The legitim ate Government ap­ 
pealed to the representative of the A m eri­ 
can nation to carry out the treaty, and 
th at representative raised the American 
flag over the Samoan. 
Because he did not 
w ait until he could ask Mr. Bayard’s ad­ 
vice, who was 11,000 miles to the east and 
two months’ of time distant, the Consul 
was removed, the American flag lowered. 
German soldiers seized the King and 
exiled him ; the im perial standard of the 
German Emperor once more floated over 
A pia ; the rebel K ing was recognized and 
sa'uted and German arms were turned 
against the successor of the banished law­ 
ful monarch. 
A recent conflict has resulted in the de­ 
feat of the Germans, and Berlin papers now 
im pudently call upon the German Chan­ 
cellor to demand an explanation of the 
U nited States Government, because in the 
battle in which the Em peror’s troops were 
overthrown, some strolling American with 
a German name fought in the front ranks 
of the Samoan sovereign. 
A t last the 
slow-moving D epartm ent of 
State' has 
taken alarm and two United States ships 
of war have been ordered to depart from 
Mare Island for Samoa and a third from 
Panam a bearing an A dm iral’s pennant. 
They will be too late. 
Germany has five 
line of battle ships and 3,000 marines with 
Snider rifles already a t Apia. 
W hen the 
M ohican arrives—she being the swiftest 
of our “ rescuing” fleet—her commander 
will find Tamesese, the puppet of G er­ 
many, firmly seated, M ataafa’s head in a 
basket, German merchants ruling A pia and 
possibly the Im perial standard floating 
above the magnificent um brella tree in the 
center of the Apian plaza. 
In this connection, the eloquent lan­ 
guage of Mr. A rthur Richmond, addressed 
through the Aorth American Rn:iew to Se- 
retarv Bayard, is most appropriate: 
■Samoa is far away, and it is even remoter in 
the mind than on the map, but the story of 
Mal lPtAo' C rrt a rf t-h.ln m tn -.-.I, 
. 


have a foreign appointm ent let him be 
sent to Cochin China or Chittagong, where 
his taste for chickens can have ample 
verge and scope.” 
If the Afto’s person­ 
ality is never engaged in any vocation less 
honorable than the cultivation of fine 
poultry, it will have lived a useful life ; if 
it is as successful proportionately to the 
capital invested in its business as is the 
venture of President H ayes in chicken 
raising, it w ill be enabled to summer in 
sunny France, w inter in Italy, possess 
itself of thousands of acres of California's 
fairest domain and rest content in its 
financial ability to flee from pestilence, 
fly to all the honest pleasures of the world, 
and enjoy the rest 
and comfort that 
wealth wisely used insures. 
The Alta should also reflect th a t chicken 
raising is far preferable to party politics, 
anil egg counting to calculations upon po­ 
litical hatchery. 


T h e civil war in H ay ti is leading that 
unhappy island republic into precisely the 
dilemma forecast by the R eco rd-U n io n . 
The new A dm inistration will be over­ 
thrown, business paralyzed and the coun­ 
try stayed in its industries for many 
months. 
Savagery has already manifested 
itself, and we are told horrible stories of 
H aytian cannibalism. 
I t is likely that 
they are true. 
The race inhabiting that 
country, when driven by want and war, 
have, before this, turned hack to the tra­ 
ditional savage practices of their ancestry. 
Superstition of rankest form holds the 
lower classes in its power, and miserable 
pretenders in the black art dictate life and 
death to their unfortunate victim a. 
If 
neither the rebels nor the tyrannous Legit­ 
ime Government are able to suppress the 
voudooism, cannibalism and savagery now- 
manifest, it may be a serious question for 
other nations to consider—w hether the 
common dictates of hum anity do not de­ 
mand interference to the extent of com­ 
pelling both sides to do battie, with some 
regard to the laws and the dictates of civ­ 
ilization.

Malietoa’s martyrdom is pathetic enough to 
find its way into every uncorrupted heart the 
world over. The melancholy record of mon- 
archs sold and snared into captivity during all 
the ages presents no more affecting picture. We 
have no need to rely upon second hand descrip­ 
tions, nor even upon the vivid narrative of W 
L. Rees, the legal adviser of the .Samoan Gov­ 
ernment, in a recent number of The Xinctcenlh 
Century lor the King has told the tale himself. 
On the day before he went aboard the German 
man of-war he addressed one proclamation •* To 
All tiamoa” and another to the American Con­ 
sul. 
in the first he bade his kindred and his 
people Jarewell. “ On account ot my great love 
to my country and my great affection to all 
samoa, 
he said, “ this is the reason that I (le­ 
aver up my body to tile German Government,1 
?? 1 because I do not de-ire that again the 
blood of sam oa shall be spilt for me,” though 
he knew not what his offense was. 
To Mr 
sewall, the Consul who executed your wishes 
in Samoa, the King repeated, in language so 
simple that not even an American diplomatist 
could misunderstand it, some very bitter truths. 
He told how. wheu it would have been easy to 
crush the rebels, he refrained becam e the 
English and American Consuls so advised him. 
He reminded him of piomises solemnly made 
and lightly broken; nor in his extremity did he 
forget to pray that they might yet he kept lor 
the sake of his people. A brave man surren­ 
dering to force to save others from a death 
which would have been we come to hlm -elf Is 
a spectacle which is not often seen in these de­ 
generate days. 
Malietoa was a heroic figure 
and possibly it is not too late for a Christian 
gentleman to learn a lesson of fortitude and de­ 
votion from a savage monarch. 


PARTISAN MEANNESS. 


A l a r g e number of good people in the 
East continue to worry General Harrison 
about the inaugural ball, and insist that 
he shall forbid it. 
As the very large ma­ 
jority of these people voted against Gen­ 
eral H arrison, by casting ballots for the 
third candidate, it is difficult to under­ 
stand with what grace they can approach 
th e President-elect to prefer a request. 
Some of them have been so bold as to ap­ 
peal to Mrs. H arrison, but th at good wo­ 
man referred them to her husband, as the 
m atter of a state ball did not concern her 
—which proves Mrs. H arrison to be a sen­ 
sible woman. 
N either she nor the G en­ 
eral propose, evidently, to attem pt to up­ 
set a custom as old as the nation. 
It is 
unlikely th at either will dance a t the ball, 
or rem ain long or at all, after the re­ 
ception and march th at precedes the danc­ 
ing, but they are not so unwise as to put in 
antagonism to themselves, a t the very out­ 
set, a large portion of the people who are, 
on this question of dancing, entitled to 
th eir opinions and to have them respected.

LOCAL «SmUGESCB, 
COURT ORDERS. 
No Judgm ent Shall W ork to the D isad­ 
vantage of Justice. 
The Judges of the Superior Court of Sac­ 
ramento county have made an order that 
no judgment shall be marked or evidence 
filed until the same is recorded in the judg­ 
ment book. This order bus been in vogue 
a few weeks, and it is claimed that it will 
work to the disadvantage and obstruction 
of justice. A prominent lawyer expresses 
himself to the following effect in regard to 
it : •* It will tend to nullify that very judg­ 
ment that has been ordered entered by the 
Court. Heretofore when a judgment was 
given to the Judge for signature, the attor­ 
ney in whose lavor it was issued could 
have the clerk file it and make a certified 
copy of the same, and he was then equipped 
for an execution on the judgment debtor, 
if it were necessary to levy' on his 
goods in satisfaction of the judgment. 
Now, however, the Court says the 
judgment must not be marked filed 
till it is entered, and, of course, no certified 
copy can be issued. Supposing a number 
of judgments are signed in one day, and of 
the number several certified copies are anx­ 
iously desired for execution lest the judg­ 
ment debtor may dispose of his property 
and decamp to other p.irts. Under the re­ 
cent order the creditor must take his time, 
and perhaps wait two or three weeks to 
have his judgment recorded, as such must 
be entered in its order. Meantime the 
debtor is able to ‘fix up’ his property’, put 
it out ot his bands and cheat his creditor, 
although a judgment has been obtained 
against him. The method renders the 
judgment valueless to some extent, at least 
The fact is, if this order is to prevail, the 
County Clerk must be provided with an 
additional deputy, whose business it will 
be to keep up the Judgment Book. As it is 
now the Judgment Book is behind, and 
must continue so if more help is not sup­ 
plied.”

Jidge Beatty Becomes Pointed Abont 
Money of the Debt Commissioners# 
E ds. R ecord-Union : To show the im­ 
portance to the people of Sacramento of 
getting the orders made which I proposed 
to Mayor Gregory, I must revert to some 
former transactions. Between 1880 and 
1884 various suits were brought against Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Porter, who were the 
City Treasurers during that period, to com­ 
pel them to pay out of the City Treasury 
the moneys there standing in the same of 
the sinking and interest lund. The prin­ 
cipal litigants were Daniel Mayer andSatn 
uel Davis. Davis was contending that the 
coupons from '72 to ’76 should be paid first. 
Mayer contended that the coupons of 1878 
and the following years should be paid 
fiist. Consequently the Treasurer could 
not safely pay either party until the Court 
decided the question between them. But 
the Faud Commissioners held abont as 
many coupons as all the other creditors 
put together. We proposed to place in the 
hands of the Treasurer an equal amount 
of the coupons of 1872-3, and of the 1878 
series, and draw from the sinking and in­ 
terest fund just half the amount then left 
in the treasury. When the Court decided 
which lot bad the legal prefereuce the 
Treasurer would cancel that iot and return 
the other to the Commissioners. 
This was perfectly satisfactory to Mr. 
Chamberlain, and he told me he would pay 
over the money just as soon as the Trus­ 
tees would allow him to do so. The Trus­ 
tees had made an order when the suits 
were commt'iced against the city by Davis, 
Mayer and others, not to pay anybody un­ 
til tne Court decided which of the two sets 
of claimants (both sides claiming the same 
money) were justly entitled. I went to the 
Board lo get them to modify the order so 
as to allow Mr. Chamberlain to pay our 
Board, so far as we could present equal 
amounts of coupons representing both 
sides of ihe question. To my astonish­ 
ment the Board not only refused my re­ 
quest, but made a stringent order on the 
Treasurer not to pay the Board anything, 
and hastened to elect a new Treasurer (Mr. 
Porterj, least Chamberlain should pay us 
uny money, notwithstanding their order, 
as he not only had a legal right to do, but 
was legally bound to do, as the Court after­ 
wards decided. But Mr. Porter had no 
such doubts about his duty. He strictly 
obeyed the Trustees, but did not pay any 
attention to the law prescribing his duties. 
This brought on a great many suits against 
Mr. Porter, some by original suit, some by 
intervention. 
There are only two I need refer to here. 
The Cuurt decided that the Treasurer was 
bound to pay the Commissioners, notwith­ 
standing the order of the Trustees to the 
contrary. After resorting to all possible 
delays, he did pay us our money, in the 
vear 1386, four years after he commenced 
illegally holding back the money. 
The Court also, in the case of Daniel 
Mayer vs. Porter (found in 65 Cal., 67), de­ 
cided it was no defense for Mr. Porter that 
other creditors interested in the fund had 
not demanded payment of their coupons. 
From 1882, for seme considerable period 
—one or two years—there were large 
amounts of coupons (which the city has 
since paid at par) that we could have pur­ 
chased at 20 cents on the dollar. For nearly 
the whole of the four years the debt was at 
a great discount, »ud if Mr. Porter had not 
illegally held back oar money we could 
have purchased during the time from four 
to six hundred thousand dollars of the 
debt and about doubled our annual income 
for future operations, and in the end saved 
the city seven or eight years of heavy taxa­ 
tion.But that is past. Let u? look to the 
future. The Court in the Mayer case de­ 
cided Mr. Porter had no right to say to 
Daniel Mayer: “I won’t pay your coupons, 
because somebody else has coupons older 
than yours, or of the same age, and they 
have not yet presented them for payment.” 
Mr. Porter obeyed this decision, and paid 
up iu 1886. But presto change. Mu. Porter 
goes out of office, and the State Bank sets 
up another candidate, Mr. Gerber, and he 
now holds the office. There is no judg­ 
ment against Mr. Gerber. He ignores the 
judgment against Mr. Porter, and holds 
back at the present time over seventy thou­ 
sand dollars tor people who have never 
asked for it, or if they have, refused to take 
it when tendered. Sam. Davis asked for a 
part of that money (ab :ut $52,000), if they 
would pay him that and Ihe interest on it. 
But the Treasurer tendered him bis money 
without interest, which he refused to re­ 
ceive, which put him precisely as if he had 
not asked for it. But, anyway, the Treas­ 
urer has a large amount that has not been 
asked for. Some of these coupons for 
which he is reserving this money have 
been standing since 1865. This money be­ 
longs to the Funded Debt Commissioners, 
and if they had it they could now buy in a 
large amount of the city debt to good ad­ 
vantage. 
I will hereafter endeavor to show where 
the influence comes from that thus keeps 
the people’s money from being used for 
their benefit, and why it is that the Trus­ 
tees cannot see the necessity for making 
any order for the protection of the city.

Report of the Secretary for the Month of 
December. 
Gerrard G. Tyrrell, M. D., Permanent 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, in 
his monthly report for December says : 
Mortality reports received from seventy- 
five cities and towns within the State give 
collectively the number of decedents as 917, 
in an estimated population of 700,600, ex­ 
clusive of those town reporting no deaths, 
having a population of 10,500, so that actu­ 
ally in a population of 719 100 the mor­ 
tality gives the exceedingly low percentage 
of 1.27 per 1,000 for the month of Decem­ 
ber, when the death rate is expectedly in­ 
creased everywhere within the temperate 
zone. If our mortality reports were re­ 
ported as they should be, from every village 
and town in the State, we have no doubt 
the same condition of diminished mortal­ 
ity would be found. We trust the Legisla­ 
ture wiil see the ini orlance of so amend­ 
ing our health laws that reliable statistics 
may be obtained, as by them we can dem­ 
onstrate clearly the advantages of Califor­ 
nia as a health resort. 
PREVAILING DISEASES. 
Reports received from sixty-five towns 
indicate, with lew exceptions, that the 
amount of sickness is very limited, end 
what does prevail is of a mild and no: 
strious character This may be owing to 
the favorable temperature throughout the 
month, which was not characterized by 
any sudden changes. 
Diarrhica and dysentery have subsided 
almost everywhere. Sporadic cases are re­ 
ported as occurring in Tulare, Fresno, 
Nicolaus, Lemoore, Andersen and Downey. 
Cholera infantum is almost entirely ab­ 
sent trom the State, or so seldom tuet with 
that it is no longer reported. 
Measles is reported iu Red Bluff, Sisson, 
Salinas aud Eisinore. 
The number ot 
cases is very limited, and it is no longer 
epidemic. 
Scarlet fever is more widely diffused, but 
in a very mild form. It was present in 
Red Bluff, Visalia, Napa, Sacramento, San 
Francisco, Salinas, Cottonwood, Liver­ 
more, Biggs, Anderson and Cloverdale. 
Diphtheria occupies quite an extensive 
range It was present in Sacramento, San 
Francisco, Oakland, Alameda, Colton, 
Downey, Los Angeles, Napa, l’etaluma, 
Santa Ana, Santa Barbara, Santa Cruz, 
Vallejo, Tulare, St. Helena, Newcastle, 
Sisson, Colfax. Igo, Wheatland, Anderson 
and Elsinore. I)r. H. N. Miller, writing 
from Colfax, says that thirteen cases came 
under bis observation during the month, 
but the type is mild. VVe have yettoiearn 
upon what factor or factors the type of an 
epidemic depends, and, again, to what we 
owe the app ¡trance of certain diseases in 
regular cycles, appearing and disappearing 
with a certain regularity that has so far 
battled the sanitarian. 
Croup accompanies diphtheria with un­ 
tiling regularity, almost compelling us to 
believe in the identity of the diseases. It 
was reported in Williams, Anderson, Clov­ 
erdale, Downey, Forest Hill, Los Angeles, 
Di-land, Sicrarainto and Sau Francisco. 
Whooping-cough was in North Bloom­ 
field, Lodi, Angels Camp. Anderson, 
D >wn*y, Placeryiile and San Francisco. 
Erysipelas was obsetved in Red Bluff, 
Fresnc, College City, Cedarville. Newcastle, 
Downieville, Sierra City, Lincoln, Truckee 
and Lockeford. 
Typhoid fever was notice! in reports 
from San Francisco, Tulare, Fresno. New­ 
man, North Bloomfield, Salinas, Wheat­ 
land, Cotton wood, Colton, Sisson,Anaheim, 
Fort Bidwell, Lakepcrt. I.-o, Jolon, Ander­ 
son, Bakersfield, Eisinore, Chico, Los 
Angeles, San Diego, Sacramento, Oakland, 
Truckee and Vallejo. 
The range ovei 
which typhoid fever prevails would indi­ 
cate that sanitary defects exist in these 
places that ought to be remedied. Typhoid 
fever i?, of ail diseases, the most prevent­ 
able, and if the Sanitary Inspector, which 
the State hopes to appoint according to law, 
does nothing but instruct the people how 
to keep clean and prevent the development 
of typhoid, he will have earned his salary 
and saved the Slate many thousands ot 
dollars. 
Remittent fever is mentioned as prevail­ 
ing in many nlaces, hut its type is not 
severe and mortality very limited. 
Pneumonia still prevails to a consider­ 
able exlent, but is not nearly’ so prevalent 
as it was in November. 
Bronchitis was more frequent in Red 
Bluff, Sacramento, Fresno, College Citv, 
Caiistoga, Watsonville, Sierra City. Bodi’e. 
Redding, Brownsville, Lockeford, Oakland. 
Alameda and San Francisco. 
Smali-pnx was] in Merced City, hut the 
place is now ree from it. There are, how­ 
ever, three Hi! Juonai cases quarantined in 
the pest-hous.; three and a half milts from 
town. In MendocinoCity there is one case 
only in the pest-house, now convalescing. 
In Stockton one case occurred, which came 
from San Francisco. Since bis death no 
new cases have appeared. In Los Angeles 
two cases ot varioloid were recorded at the 
pest-house, which are now convalescent, 
and no further cases have appeared in the 
city. In San Francisco they had a few 
cases that were promptly isolated. No new 
cases has apptared since December 29 
18S8. No further reports ot this disease 
have been recorded.

GOON-HUNTING. 


FASCINATING FEATURES OF THIS 


OLD-TIME VIRGINIA SPORT.

Among those species of anim als which 
m ay be said to have become extinct is the 
coon-dog of oar fathers. H e was of no par­ 
ticular strain of blood, but he united the 
keen scent of the deer-hound with the in­ 
telligence of the shepherd dog, and the te­ 
nacity of the bulldog with the stealth of the 
panther. W ith less accomplishments than 
these, he m ight have been good on a fox or 
deer tr a il; the lowing herd would probably 
have been safe in his keeping, as he m ight 
have been able to hold his own in a fight, 
or have stood an excellent chance of suc­ 
ceeding as a sheep-stealer, but he couldn t 
have been a coon-dog; for your coou is a 
cute and tricky customer and crammed 
w ith patience. 
Moreover, he leaves behind him the cold­ 
est, most scentless trail of anim als that 
run. 
H e leads you 
through 
tangled 
swamps and deep stony hollows. 
H e 
crosses and recrosses sw ift-runningstream s 
H e frisks along the top of rough stonewalls 
as silent and swift as a shadow. H e stops 
w ithin a dozen feet of some convenient 
wall, clears the intervening space at a 
bound, strikes the tree aud glides up to the 
longest limb, runs to its extrem ity and 
leaps a dczen feet beyond it to the ground 
again, breaking his trail abruptly on one 
side and beginning it as confusedly abrupt 
on the other. He invents tactics for emer­ 
gencies and brings to every consideration of 
bis welfare and that of his family a large 
and uniform ly level bead. H e plays his 
cards well, and the dog that would beat 
him must needs hold both bowers and the 
ace, with strong cards to back them . These 
the coon-dog of our fathers always had. 


TWO KINDS OF COON DOGS. 
There were, as I remember, twenty-five 
years ago. the still-huutiug coon dog and 
the coon dog who let you know at every 
step that he was getting there. There was 
m ixed up with the methods of the still 
hunter an element of greater certainty that 
you would get your coon than there was 
w ith the m ore' melodious system of the 
dog that m outhed his presence in the 
shadowy chase, but the style of the latter 
put more tingle in your blood and buoyed 
you up with a sweeter expectancy. There 
was something weird and uncanny in fol­ 
lowing the still dog in all the windings and 
turnings of the gloomy woods at night. He 
crept among tangled brush and deep 
ravine, ciimbed abrupt knolls, and worked 
his serpentine way down into deep hol­ 
lows. turning, doubling, shifting, crossing 
and reero8sitig his track, like the laby- 
riuthian tracing of a ship's capricious 
course—silent as the night around him , 
stealthy as a twilight shadow. 
H is very silence brought him to the 
prize. As" the trail of the unsuspecting 
coon became warmer, the noiseless pursuer 
grew more cautious, until, the game in 
sight, he rushed upon it like an avalanche, 
and the pent-up music of the soul went 
forth in oue fearful howl of trium ph, and 
the surprised and frightened coon knew 
that his nighis were numbered. 
But it was different with the dog that 
gave tongue as he hunted. H e made music 
in the night—not the silvery treble of the 
fox hound, floating down from the hills on 
the frosty air, and drawn out in sweet 
cadenza by every willing echo, nor yet the 
mellow bass of the deer hound, swelling 
over tbe ridges, clear and far-sounding as a 
bugle note, but a pleasant, though staccato, 
song of his own. half bark, half bay—a 
cheerful mingling of melody. 


QUALITY OF THE BAYING DOG. 
The baying coon dog always has a better 
nose than his noiseless brother, and he 
needed to have. 
The coon never knew 
when the silent dog was on his track, and 
consequently did not bring to his protec­ 
tion the many wiles and stratagems that he 
at once resorted to when the cry of the 
other dog rang out on the trail. 
It was 
then that he maneuvred to throw bis false 
scents, and the brook and the bramble, the 
hill aud the hollow, were all impressed in 
his service for bis race for life, and it was 
then that the baying coon dog of our fathers 
came out strong; step by step he unraveled 
the tangled and well-hidden scent, con­ 
stantly sounding his wild challenge to the 
coon to do his best, until the hunted ani­ 
m al’s repertory of wiles was exhausted, 
and, accepting the inevitable, he climbed a 
tree. 
W hen the dog found he had brought 
the coou to this, his musical bay changed 
to a loud, quick bark, tbe signal to the 
hunter following on behind that the coon 
was treed. 
But with the war coon hunting went oat 
of fashion as a pastime and the race of 
trained coon dogs gradually became ex­ 
tinct. There are coon dogs and coon h u n t­ 
ers yet, but they are not tbe coon dogs of 
our fathers, and the hunters are generally 
shiftless, hand-to-mouth members of the 
com m unity, who are even ashamed to have 
it known that they go a coon hunting. Yet 
twenty-five years ago the Colonel and the 
Squire, the dominie and the deacon, were 
nightly bounders of this wily game, and 
vied each with the other in being known 
as the best coon hunter in their respective 
bailiwicks. 
Once in those rare days a new preacher 
was settled over a backwoods district in 
Bike county. H e was not wise in the ways 
of the woods. Early in bis first auium n 
on the charge he began tbe usual protracted 
meeting season. By and by he noticed 
that on m oonlit aud starlit nights bis con­ 
gregation was made up of women only. 
Finally he asked the reason tof this. A 
sister rose and said: 
"It’s 'cause the coonin's better'n 'tis in 
the dark o’ the moon, dominie. Soon ez tbe 
moon darks the m en'll jine ye.” 
Sure enough, when the moon ‘ darked” 
the brethren were all in their places in the 
meeting-house, joining heartily in the pro­ 
ceedings. The pastor remonstrated with 
them publicly. 
•'W hileyou have been idling after coons.” 
said he, “there have been those in the dis­ 
trict who do not hunt coons, and whom 
you might have led here and saved their 
routs.” 
Deacon Brown rose up in meeting, and 
said: 
“ Dominie, if thez anyone in this district 
ez don't hunt coons, his soul hain't wuth 
savin’.” 
Taere was sport in the coon hunt for our 
fathers, and in a great measure a man s 
im portance in some communities 
was 
judged by the num ber of coon 6kins he 
could nail to his barn door after a hunt. 
W hy the coon has come to be despised by 
sportsm en in these latter days is one of 
those things about which the rem ark has 
once or twice been made that no fellow can 
find out. H e is as cunning as the fox. and 
m ore difficult to trail. H e is, moreover, 
the cleanest of animals, and eats only the 
most wholesome of food. H e should not be 
despised, surely, because he can be hunted 
only at night, for in threading tbe woods 
in the darkness, following dogs tbat you 
cannot see, and whose baying alone breaks 
the stillness, there is a most singular en- 
chautm ent. 
Even in localities where coons are the 
most abundant, Dine out of ten of the pres­ 
ent generation never saw one, aud lew 
people know anything about them or their 
habits. 
Although the coon prefers the vi­ 
cinity of civilization 
as bis habitat, he 
plans to keep aloof from the eyes of men, 
and his habits render this an easy task. By 
day he lies in out-of-the-way retreats, in 
the depths of hollow trees or isolated crev­ 
ices aud holes in the rocks. He wanders 
forth only at night and although his for­ 
aging expeditions may take him to the 
very doors of farmers, and even within the 
boundary lines of villages, he never betrays 
his presence. If more than one coon is 
brought to bay in a tree they will inva­ 
riably be females or a m other coon and her 
offspring. 
The teníale brings forth her litter only 
once in two years, and from the coining of 
one litter until the arrival of another, she 
and her young are never separated. She 
keeps her little family together until they 
are two years old, and in protecting them 
•will fight the attacking dog or hunter 
until she dies. Many a good coon dog ha3 


been forced to retreat before the fury o f a 
she coon fighting for her young, and if she 
is captured the whole family fall victims to 
the hunter. The anim al scent the coon 
leaves on the trails is at all times less than 
of any other game quadruped, but when 
the female is nursing her young during 
the sum m er m onths her scent is hardly 
perceptible to the dogs, thus saving her 
and her litter from m a n y a race for life. 
Tbe scent of the coon grows stronger as tbe 
cold weather advances, and through No­ 
vember and December the dogs follow it 
with comparatively little difficulty.—Phila­ 
delphia Press.

A n A p o stle W h o P rea ch es A n ti-M arriage 
an d A n ti M ost E veryth in g. 
Alfred M. Smith, who sailed a short tim e 
ago from New York on the steamer A d­ 
vance for Para, Brazil, is one of those orig­ 
inal and interesting characters who stand 
on the thin line th at divides the genius 
from the crank. 
A lthough Alfred sometimes displayed 
the qualities of a crank, yet he was in 
many ways a genius. H e has gone to B ra­ 
zil because he thinks civilization is a fail­ 
ure, aud because, being a vegetarian, he 
can live on nuts aud berries w ithout being 
obliged to work. 
Alfred Sm ith has been living for the 
last two years down at Pondville, a thriv­ 
ing and beautiful ham let comjKised of a 
blacksmith shop, a school-house and five 
dwelling houses lying between two hills 
in the extrem e southeastern corner of the 
town of Norfolk. 
It is called Pondville because there is no 
pond anywhere in the vicinity. 
Alfred 
came here in 188(5 on foot, with no bng- 
bage, but with ipfió 19 in his pocket. 
No 
one knew whence he came, and Alfred 
kept his past life a secret until ju st before 
his departure last week, when he unbos­ 
omed himself to a W rentham lady. 
Alfred had advanced ideas on diet. Ilis 
cornmeal lie took uncooked, because he ar­ 
gued man in his prim itive state never ate 
cooked food, and the more nearly we live 
in conformity to nature the more natural 
we are, of course, and the more healthy. 
Two hours after eating the raw meal A l­ 
fred always drank a teacupful of cold w a­ 
ter. 
I t helped digestion and slacked his 
thirst at the same time. 
It has been fifteen years since he tasted 
meat or anim al food in any form. 
H e did 
not go out very much in Pondville society, 
but lie jiossessed qualities of mind th at 
would have enabled him to shine in the 
literary coterie of Pondville, or of any 
other place. 
H is language was almost painfully gram ­ 
matical, and his pronunciation was as cor­ 
rect as that of any H arvard Professor. 
H e often rem onstrated with the Pondville 
children for saying, “ Was you,” or “A in’t,” 
or “ Hoss aud team ,” or “ I ’d ruther,” and 
he was an uncompromising enemy of all 
slang. 
Alfred’s best hold, however, was 
in 
wrestling with the problems of our social 
life. 
H e had a little scheme of his own 
for doing away with all social life. 
It was 
to found an anti-m arriage community down 
in Texa“, where all the members should 
have everything in common and live to­ 
gether in peace and love— especially love. 
lie tried to enlist the sym pathies of the 
Pondville citizens in the cause, hut met 
with no success in his persistent efforts. 
A few of the representative citizens got 
together one afternoon in the blacksmith 
shop to see w hat could be done to prevent 
the foundations of society from being over­ 
turned by Alfred’s dangerous doctrines. 
They deliberated a while, and finally con­ 
cluded to get rid of Alfred if possible. One 
of them hustled around and found a wealthy 
resident who would take Alfred’s cottage, 
and then went and ottered the reformer 
$50 for it. 
Alfred accepted the offer because he saw 
how impossible it was to convert Pondville 
tc his ideas, and because he thought he 
could pick up nuts with the squirrels in 
Brazil and not have the trouble of garden­ 
ing. 
Alfred is 42 years old, and was born in 
Wisconsin, where his parents, who are 
quite wealthy, still reside. 
One of his brothers is a well-to-do m er­ 
chant in a town of W estern Massachusetts. 
Alfred went to Beloit College, in Wiscon­ 
sin, four years, where he graduated with 
honors.— iYeir York World.

IRELAND’S LAST KING. 


T h e C ro w n in g , t h e R e ig n a n d t h e D e p o ­ 
s itio n o f R o d e r ic k O ’C o n n o r. 
Roderick O’Connor was crowned with 
great pomp in Dublin in the year 1116, 
when his stormy reign began. All his life 
he was engaged in hostilities with piratical 
Danes and even more troublesome subjects. 
To secure peace he entered into a compact 
with the Danish hordes who settled on 
the coast, never penetrating into the in­ 
terior. The tribute was a stipend in cattle 
of 4,000 cows, levied on his dominion. But 
it was only the beginning of Roderick’s 
troubles. Soon an event followed, insig­ 
nificant in itself, but pregnant with im­ 
pending consequences. He deposed one 
of the petty Princes of Leinster, whose 
cruelty and mismanagement had caused 
much complaint. The folly of this sub­ 
ject culminated in the offense of running 
off 
with his neighbor’s wife. 
History 
gives undue prominence to this crime, 
which was onlv the lightest charge laid 
at the door of Dermot MeMcrnagh. 
Exasperated at his deposition, Dermot 
appealed to Henry II., who sent over the 
Anglo-Normans to assist in recovering his 
jKKisessions. 
In return for the services ren­ 
dered, the Earl of Pembroke, by a marriage 
with the daughter of Dermot, obtained 
possession of the Leinster principality and 
thus laid the foundation of the Anglo- 
Norman rule in Ireland. The distracted 
condition of O’Connor’s kingdom prevented 
him raising sufficient troops to expel the 
Norman invaders. Submitting to the in­ 
evitable, he came to terms with his en­ 
emies. 
lie did not even insist on the 
submission of Dermot, but appealed to his 
honor not to invite further auxiliaries into 
the country. 
Dermot promised fidelity, 
hut broke his word at the first opportunity. 
Roderick, in despair, appealed to his old 
enemies, the Danes, to assist him. 
In vain did Roderick strive against the 
inevitable. The first united effort of the 
allied armies proved a disastrous failure, 
but the proud spirit of the King was not 
broken. 
Listening to the wily plans of 
Henry, the Irish King concluded a treaty 
with the English monarch. So far from 
fulfilling the provisions of this contract, 
solemnly agreed ujam in Dublin, Henry 
soon after actually made a present of the 
whole ot Connaught to William Fizadlem 
de Burgo and his heirs.—Irish Times.

Mr. Renison replied th at at the tim e he offered 
his am endm ent the rules did uot require a w rit­ 
ten notice to be given. 
Mr. Ostrom de-ired to am end the journal of 
January 9th by changing the pay of the M ailing 
Clerk from S3 to 84 per diem. 
Mr. Coombs claim ed that the journal could 
not be am ended in th at m anner. 
Mr Storke said it was too late—the resolution 
appointing the M ailing Clerk had been adopted 
day before yesterday, and it was too late to 
change th e rate per diem now. 
Mr. Ostrora said the printed record was all the 
Assembly had to go by. 
The journal was declared approved. 
Mr. Renison renew ed his m otiou th at Subdi­ 
vision 9 of Rule 2 of the r ta u d iD g rules of the 
Assembly be am euded by strik n g o u t the words 
• first reading," so t h a t it s h o u ld read “ intro­ 
duction aud reference of bills." 
Mr. Ostrom desired to state to the House that 
Mr. Renisou's am endm ent placed the rule hack 
just as it was w hen it cam e from the Committee 
ou Rules. 
Mr. Renisou thought the am endm ent should 
be adopted. It it was not the w heels of legisla­ 
tion would be clogged. 
He him self wrote a 
very poor haud aud so did most of the other 
members. Some of them sat a long way from 
the Speaker, and could not hear t t e proceed­ 
ings. They needed a printed copy before them , 
so th at they could vo'e intelligently ou all m at­ 
ters com ing before the House.

The question 
was ou the adoption of the am endm ent. 
Mr. Brierly thought Mr. Renison did not un­ 
derstand the m eaniog of the rule, or the effect 
it would have. 
A prim ed bill was a necessity. 
Mr. Dibble thought the objection to the rule 
was that it required bills to be read in the 
House. Many bills ought not to be read at all. 
A message was announced from the Senate. 
Mr. Dibble asked unanim ous cousent of the 
House to take up the Senate bllL 
No action taken. 
Mr. Mathews had had experience under both 
am endm ents to the standing rule under dis­ 
cussion, and thought the present one th e best. 
During th e next ten days of th e session the 
House would have nothing to do but li-ten to 
the reading of bills. Mr. Dibble was not w ar­ 
ranted in his hasty assum ption th at m any bills 
were not w orth the reading. U nder the former 
rule some im portaut bills were uot read at all. 
Mr. Coombs thought th at at the present tim e 
the rule was not a good one, but he would vote 
for it because he was w illing to give it a trial. 
Mr. Reuison hoped they w ould take notice 
that under the present ru-e, w hen a bill was in­ 
troduced they had to vote w hether or not they 
would hear it read, w ithout know ing w hether 
it were worthy or uot. 
Mr. Brierly said the gentlem an Irom Monterey 
was very free to m ake assertions. 
Mr. Renison 
was m istaken w ith regard to the rules during 
the last ten years. Mr. Brierly said he was will­ 
ing to give this rule a trial. 
Mr. Reynolds said there was a division of 
opinion oil this subject. 
He w arted to give the 
new rule an opportunity to be fully considered, 
and moved th a t It lav over until Thursday. 
Seconded by Mr. A lexander. 
Mr. Storke objected to the last proposition— 
the postponem ent until Thursday. 
Bills now 
have precedence as they are reported back from 
the com m ittee. 
He w anted a vote taken now. 
Mr. Seawell moved the previous question. 
The am endm ent was adopted by a vote of 56 
to 20. 
Mr. Dibble asked a suspension of the rules for 
the purpose of taking up Senate messages out of 
order. 
The Clerk read Senate message. Bill No. 86— 
An Act en itied an Act to am end Section 1315 
of the Political Code, fixing the lim e for the 
m eeting of the Presidential Electors. 
Mr. Dibble moved th at the bill be declared a 
ease of urgency, and that the provisions ot Sec­ 
tion 15. Article IV. of the Constitution, requir­ 
ing it to be read on three separate days, be dis­ 
pensed with.
